State Ranks 
High in Oil 
Production 


LITTLE HOCK (AP) — Arkan- 


sas' 5,844 oil wells and 390 gas 
wells turned out products valued 
at $87,528,000 last year 


Only 19 of the state's 75 coun- 


ties produce oil' or gas, but it is 
still Arkansas' biggest mineral in- 
dustry (62.6 of the state's mineral 
production in 1962). 


The figures are contained; in an 


annual report released this week 
by the Independent Petroleum As- 
socation of America. 


The oil wells, located mostly in 


southwest Arkansas, pumped an 
average of 12.8 barrels a day per 
well, compared to a. national av- 
erage of 12 barrels last year. Most 
gas well's are in northwest Arkan- 
sas fields. 


A total of 2,940 Arkansans were 


employed in the oil and gas in- 
dustry 
last 
year, 
the 
report 


showed. 
. Production. was down sharply in 
Arkansas in 1962, .just as it was 
across the nation. The decline 
dates from the mid 1950s because 
of a domestic and worldwide over- 
supply of crude oil, combined with 
price ertosion' and. rising costs. 


Oil' was discovered in Arkansas 


in 1921, and that year the state 
producted 
10,473,000 barrels of 


crude oil. In1 the' peak year 1925 
Arkansas produced 77,398,000 bar- 
rels. Arkansas produced 27,594,000 
barrels last year. 


The average field price of crude 


oil per barrel in Arkansas last 
year was $266. The total value of 
crude oil was $73,376,000 and of 
gas, $4,740,000. 


A total of 117 oil wells were 


drilled in the state in 1962, 48 gas 
wells, 203 dry holes and nine 
service wells for a total of 377 
drilling operations.

The government hopes to show 


that Hurst had income he did; not 
report. 


The government increased the 


number of exhibits submitted to 
353 Monday and the number of 
witnesses to 120. It was estimated 
that the U.S. had about 30 wit- 
nesses left to call before the de- 
fense begins presenting its case.

thousands on the trial. Witness 
fees continue to mount. Each wit- 
nesses receives $4 a day. Last 
Week government lawyers paid 
$3,500 in witness fees. 


A former part-time maid of the 


Hursts collected $349.60 for her 
trip from California to Hot Springs 
to testify about the salary Hurst 
paid her. 


The government also paid $1,400 


last week in jury fees. The jurors 
receive $7 a day for attendance, 
$7 for subsistence if they stay 
overnight in Hot Springs, and 10 
cents a mile to and from their 
home. All 16 regular and alternate 
jurors are commuting.

that the base would be used to

B58 mission now is located at 
Carswell Air Force Base, Tex, 
with the B52 strategic wing.

"Similarly,." Luschen said, "this 


is a continuation of the strategic 
dispersal plan that we have been 
implementing for the past five or 
six years, where we want to have 
a single squadron of B52 bombers 
with the supporting tankers on the 
base." 


He said B47s at Little Rock 


would be phased out as the B58s 
moved in. The committee delected 
that part of the testimony which 
said when the transfer would take' 
place. 


The funds asked for the base 


call for maintenance docks, tech- 
nical shops, storage base1 for1 bomb 
pods and storage for ground sup- 
port equipment.

Hot Springs 
Takes Steps 
to Integrate 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark. CAP)—The 


Hot Springs Board of Education 
announced Monday that the resort 
city would become the third Ar- 
kansas city to desegregate its ele- 
mentary schools this fall. 


The 
board 
said 
elementary 


school desegregation would begin 
in the first and second grades. 
Pine Bluff will integrate its first 
and second grades 
and Little 


Rock will integrate the first and 
fourth grades. 


The Hot Springs School Board 


said it had not determined how 
many Negro children would be af- 
fected or which presently all-white 
elementary schools would be de- 
segregated. 


In a statement released over the 


signatures of its members,. the 
board said it felt it was of "para- 
mount importance" that schools 
be kept under local control and 
incidents "such as have occurred 
elsewhere" be avoided. 


It called on citizens for "under- 


standing and support in carrying 
out this difficult decision." 


The board said no member of 


the board "nor the superintendent 
of schools is in personal agree- 
ment with the principles em- 
braced by the U.S. Supreme Court 
decision which makes this action 
necessary." 


The board said all! students in 


grades 3-12 would be assigned to 
schools they attended last year or 
schools where they participated in 
school-sponsored orientation. 


Assignment applications were 


mailed to parents Monday, to be 
returned not later than Thursday. 


A breakdown of last year's en- 


rollment showed 851 white stu- 
dents and 240 Negroes in the first 
and second grades. 


The Rev. James Donald Rice, 


president of the Hot Springs Cahp- 
ter of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple, sent the board a registered 
jetter May 23 requesting that de- 
segregation begin this fall. He 
warned 
that the NAACP was 


ready to take legal action if neces- 
sary. 


Parents of a number of Negro 


children applied for assignment to 
all-white schools last fall, but the 
board said their applications were 
too late. 


In its July meeting, the board 


released the text of a Young Wom- 
en's Christian Association resolu- 
tion urging that steps be taken to 


Congolese 
Storm City 
Prison 


BRAZZAVILLE,, Congo (AP)— 


Rioting Congolese w o r k m e n 
stormed the Brazzaville city pris- 
on today and liberated1 all: prison- 
ers in the face of police fire 
which killed at least five persons 
and wounded several others. 


Diplomatic 
sources said 
the 


firing broke out when striking 
workmen went to the prison to 
protest the arrest Monday night 
of some union officials. 


Hastily mobilized police tried to 


force 
them 
back,, 
but 
they 


smashed into the prison as gun- 
fire crackled around them. 


There were sounds of several 


heavy explosions shortly after the 
prison liberation. 


Shortly after noon, the city had 


quieted but there were fears vio- 
lence would break out anew. 


The workers staged a general 


strike today' and at a mass meet- 
ing of about 3,000 called for high- 
er wages. They also charged 
graft in President Fulbert You- 
lou's government and demanded 
an end to official corruption. 


Heated condemnation of Youlou 


was accompanied by shouted de- 
mands for several changes in the 
government. 


The rioting was confined to 


demonstrations against the You- 
lou government. Whites who were 
on the streets were neither in- 
jured nor molested, according to 
diplomatic sources. 


No Americans 
were reported 


involved or caught up in the rush 
of the crowd, many of them bare- 
footed. ;

U.S. to Send 
UpA-Test 
Detectors 


WASHINGTON (AP)-The Unit- 


ed! States will launch the first of 
a series of satellites within the 
next two months designed for de- 
tection of secret nuclear tests 
millions of miles out in space. 


Secretary of Defense Robert S. 


McNamara told about 
it today 


during his testimony supporting 
ratification of the nuclear 
test- 


ban treaty. 


He said, 'As .a practical mat- 


ter, illegal clandestine testing in 
deep space is not a reasonable 
proposition for the Soviet Union, 
and, in any event, it's one against 
which we can protest ourselves." 


"Megaton weapons tests, equiv- 


alent to a million tons of TNT or 
more, would have to be conduct- 
ed! inorc than 20 million miles 
from the earth—80 times the dis- 
tance to the moon—if they were to 
have a good chance of escaping 
detection by a ground-based sys- 
tem," McNamara said in his. pre- 
pared statement. 
Such a system could be installed 
quickly by the Western,, or even 
the neutral nations, McNamara 
said. 


Then he added: "The U.S.,, on 


its own, can deploy earth and so- 
lar satellite system for detection 
cC deep-space! niicldair1 explosions; 
for the former, an eai'th satellite 
system, we have a first launch 
scheduled for September or Oc- 
tober, this year. 


"Such detection systems would 


offset attempts by a violator to 
'shield' his space tests from our 
detection devices, or, if no at- 
tempt were made to shield the 
test, would force clandestine tests 
even of a megaton out to dis- 
stances in the hundreds o( mill- 
ion's of miles." 


McNamara did not discuss the 


satellite system in detail.

Charges Pile 
Up on Man 
of McGehee 


MONTICELLO, Ark. (AP) - 


Charges against Eugene Redwine, 
28, of McGehee, have increased 
by 13 since Thursday because of 
a spree in which he led officers 
on a high-speed highway chase 
and was apprehended Saturday 
night about nine miles north of 
Hamburg. 


The charges include two at 


Bastrop, La., four in Desha Coun- 
ty, four in Drew County and trrfee; 
in Ashley County.

Drew County Sheriff Jack Towl- 


er said Monday he would release 
Redwine to face robbery and ag- 
gravated assault charges in Lou- 
isiana. He charges could put Red- 
wine behind bars for 17 years. 


If convicted, Arkansas officers 


will place detainers on the ex-con- 
vict, Towler said. 


Redwine was being held on sev- 


veral charges of burglary and 
grand larceny when he escaped 
July 29 from the Chicot County 
Jail at Lake Village. 


He is charged in Ashley' Coun- 


ty with speeding, wreckless driv- 
ing and carrying a concealed 
weapon; Desha charges are two 
counts of burglary and grand 
larceny. Authorities in both comi- 
ties said they might drop charges 
if Redwine is convicted! inl Louisi- 
ana, because the Louisiana of- 
fences carry heavier jail sen- 
tences. 


In Drew County he is charged 


with two counts of burglary and 
grandi larceny. 


Redwine and Phillip Fisher, 35, 


of Eudora, broke out of the Chicot 
County Jail after being! arrested1 
July 25 in connection with a ser- 
ies of burglaries in southeast Ar- 
kansas. Fisher was captured Fri- 
day near McGehee. 


He'd wine was tracked1 down byi 


bloodhounds Saturday night after 
he fled on foot when he wrecked 
a stolen car seven miles north of 
Hamburg. Arkansas and Louisiana 
authorities had been pursuing him 
at speeds reaching 100 miles fper 
hour. 


He was jailed at Hamburg, but 


was removed to jail at Monticello

Little to 
Disarmament

WASHINGTON (AP) — World 


disarmament won't be one step 
nearer when the Senate finally 
votes its expected approval of a 
limited nuclear test ban treaty. 


A test ban—important as it is, 


perhaps, as an opening to better 
relations with Russia—is a minor 
episode compared with disarma- 
ment. 


Under this treaty the United 


States and Russia 
will retain 


their 
full 
supply 
of 
nuclear 


Dombs, enough to devastate the 
earth. 


They will go on testing under- 


ground to develop more weapons 
The treaty simply bans tests in 
the atmosphere, outer space and 
in the oceans. 


President Kennedy and, Mon- 


day, Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk, said this country will con- 
tinue underground tests. One was 
fired Monday. 


The present debate over the 


wisdom of the test treaty is an 
insight into the debate ahead if 
this country ever considers a dis- 
armament treaty. 


Disarmament seems unlikely in 


this generation, at least, no mat- 
ter how much clamor smaller na- 


But nuclear weapons can de- 


stroy more 
territory 
and 
kill 


more people than all the armies. 
American nuclear weapons bal- 
ance off Communist armies. 


But if nuclear weapons were 


abolished by this country, the 
odds would1 be reversed any time 
the Communists wanted to bresk 
a disarmament treaty and rebuild 
their armies.
